It is 
even sdlid that there will be a fight 
on him in his own county, and that 
his opponents will try to prevent him 
being sent to the State Convention as 
a delegate from Madison county. 

W. M. Thompson, who is generally 
known as “Windy Bill” was In Frank- 
fort Thursday In the Interest of the 
slate whtcb has been chosen by a 
large number o* Democrats of Bullitt 
and Spencer and adjoining counties. 
Mr. Thompson proposes to send to 
the national convention as delegates 
from the State at large former Oov- 
eoTior J. C. W,. Beckhiam, Sejaator 
McCreary, Congressman Ben Johnson 
and Congressman Ollle M. James. 
. Mr. Thompson thinks that this combi- 
nation represents all fact’ons and 
would be generally acceptable and 
do ng a great deal to heal the sores 
'in the party. 

But Mr. Thompson will find when 
he gets to the State convention, wher- 
ever it may be held, that he will have 
opposition to his programme. A fight 
is to be made on Senator McCreary 
and everything possible that can hu- 
■ miliate him w^ill be done. In the first 
place the plan Is to beat iiim as a 
delegate from Madison county to the 
State convention. A prominent Dem- 
ocrat from that county said the other 
day that he would fight any effort to 
send Senator McCreary to the State 
convention, and he said ..he hadi a 
strong following who were of that 
mind. It is believed, however, that 
1? Senator McCreary wants anything 
in Madison county he will get it, and 
the men who are fighting him will 
find themselves up against the people, 
who will not submit to Senator Mc- 
Creary bding turned down in his home 
county. 

One of the men who managed the 
campaign of J. C. W. Beckham when 
the latter was a candidate for Sena- 
tor, said yesterday that if he was a 
delegate to the State convention and 
there even was talk of sending Sena- 
tor McCreary to the national conven- 
tion, be would bolt and bis delegation, 
from his county, would follow him. 
He seiid be did not intend going to 
the convention as a delegate, but be 
believed Senator McCreary would not 
be allowed to take any part in the 
convention.

Judge Ira Julian, who for the last 
twenty years has been the local attor- 
ney for the L. & N. railroad, was noti- 
fled yesterday that McQuown & Beck- 
ham had been offered an<l had ac- 
cejtted the local attorneyship of that 
road. This w-as the first Intimation 
that Judge Julian had that he bad 
been removed as attorney or that any 
change was contemplated. Nothing 
was said to him about any change and 
neither Lewis .McQuown nor J. C. W. 
Beckham, who compose the new firm, 
formed after the recent Senatorial 
race before the Legislature, had ever 
mentioned to him the matter of a 
change in the attorneyship. 

Mr. Beckham and Mr. McQuown

CALLY NO SEEDING DONE 



Farmers ere away behind with their 
work according to the monthly crop 
report which has been Issued by Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Rankin and 
practically no seeding has been done. 
The report is as follows: 

“The weather dur'ng the month of 
April has been exceedingly d.ump and 
rainy with but little sunshine. Farm- 
ers have not In years been so far 
behln with their work. Little plow- 
ing and practically no seeding has 
Ibeen done. 

I “Oats that were planted early are 
I growing rapidly, hut much land in- 
tended for oats has been sowed on 
account of not being plowed. Rye, 
barley and wheat look fine and are 
very green. The snow that fell on 
April 29 added grreatly to the growth 
jof these cereals. 

“Alfalfa sho\^B a splendid growth 
and the rain has assisted the roots in 
getting a deep setting. An increased 
acreage ail over the State Is shown 
In alfalfa and many inquiries have 
been received for bulletins on this 
hay. Indicating that much Interest Is 
being taken in the Introduction of 
this plant In Kentucky. 

“Corn will be planted llte on ac- 
count of such a heavy rainfall, but 
an Increased acreage will be planted. 
Much attention has been given to the 
selection of seed corn, as a result of 
the rapid growth of the farmers’ in- 
stitutes in the State, and the cam- 
paign of education that it now being

conducted among the farmers. It is 
predicted that this will be a banner 
year for corn In Kentucky, 

“All garden and truck patches are 
late. More potatoes and tomatoes 
will be grown in Kentucky than ever 
before, for new canneries are being 
establishel in many of the counties 
throughout the State. 

“Scarcely any tobacco will be raised 
in the hurley district because of the 
“No Crop" sentiment which prevails 
among the independent growers as 
well as the members of the Society 
of Equity. 

“In the Dark District an average 
crop will be grown and the Growers’ 
Associations are securing the larger 
per cent, of the prospective acreage. 

“The demand for poultry and dairy 
products is stadily increasing. The 
indications point to a prosperous 
spring for the tillers of the soil not- 
withstajidlng that there is uneasiness 
dlsplaj-ed in some of the counties of 
the tobacco districts the peace and 
prosperity of Kentucky and the best 
of neighborly feeling prevails. Many 
of the reports circulated are without 
foundation, and In some cases are 
facts are not given out, but on the 
whole conditions are eacouragring.’'

L L. Bristow Nominated For 
Congress. 

Seventh District Repuhlicans 
Name Candidate* 

REYNOLDS FOR STATE COMMITTEE. 



Fairbanks Republicans laid down 
here in the Seventh district convention 
and let the Tuft machine run over 
them, and they did not even lift their 
voices in protest. L. L. Bristow, of 
Scott county, was nominated for Con- 
gress and the convention was all over 
in about two hours. The Fairbanks 
men had the delegations from three 
counties, and they put up Frank L. 
Calvert. He received 43 votes to 83 
for Bristow. The resolution indorsed 
the administrations of Roosevelt and 
Gk}v. Willson and urged the pardoning 
of Powers and Howard. This was the 
only thing which stirred any life into 
the gathering, as the delegates yelled 
and shouted approval of this senti- 
ment. 

C. O. Reynolds, of Lexington, was 
elected a member of the State Central 
Committee from this district. C. C. 
Patrick, of Lexington, voted against 
the resolutions, and was the only one 
to protest against the proceedings. 

The convention was not largely at- 
tended, as it was understood there 
would be no fight and everyUdng 
would be cut and dried. A band played 
things up to some extent, but every- 
body was thinking about the big show 
to come off tomorrow. This was mere- 
ly a sideshow. The House chamber, 
where the convention was held was 
cold and damp and undecorated ex- 
cept for the standards which marked 
the location of the count ydelegations. 

The convention was called to order 
at 1:16 by Robert McMlchael, the dis- 
trict chairman. The purpose of the 
convention then was stated by George 
Barnes, the secretary. The creden- 
tials were presented and it was found 
that there were no contests. 



} John T. Shelby was nominated for 
temporary chairman and the nomina- 
tion was made by acclamation. Cbas- 
Kerr, of Lexington, made the nomi- 
nating speech. The temporary organ- 
ization was made permanent. Charles 
Parrish, of Woodford, announced that 
the Taft men hatl withdrawn the con- 
test in Woodford county. The Cre- 
dentials Committee was dispensed 
with, as there were no contests. The 
following committees were appointed:

W. E. Watts, Woodford; J, M. Mlnnlsb, 
Owen; Russell Carr, Oldham. 

Sam J. Roberts, for the Resolutions 
Committee, reported resolutions in- 
dorsing Roosevelt and Willson and 
Taft and declaring in favor of the Par- 
don of Powers and Howard. The lat- 
ter was greeted with applause. The 
majority of the committee instructed 
the delegates to vote for Taft. The 
minority was for Fairbanks. 

I. L. Bristow and Frank N. Cal- 
vert were put in nomination for Con- 
gress. Calvert received the votes of 
Henry, oWodford and Bourbon. The 
counties voting for Calvert were for 
Fairbanks, and Bristow, who was the 
Taft candidate, received all the other 
counties. The vote was: Bristow 83, 
Calvert 43. Bristow was declared 
nominated. 

Charles H. Kerr, of Lexington and 
George L. Barnes, of Frankfort, *were 
elected delegates to the National Con- 
vention. Both are Taft men. Miles 
Williams, of Henry, and Dr. German 
Miller, of Payette, were elected alter- 
nates. Two negroes were put in nomi- 
nation, but declined.

B. Tidwell, who has been confined 
In the penitentiary perha^ longer 
^^^^her convict, be re- 

leaGeil^^^ff ole and will go back to 
Paducah, which he has not seen In 
nearly a quarter of a century. What 
he will do when he sees his home 
city and the great changes which have 
been made will be interesting to .see. 
He has been in the prison .or so long 
that he will not know how to act 
when he is once more outside and 
free. He never saw a street car or 
a telephone, both of which have 
reached Paducah since he was com- 
mitted to prison. 

Paducah has changed from a small 
town to a city in that time and the 
old convict will go back home to find 
only a few of his friends left. 

E>d. O. Leigh, who was secretary to 
J. C. W. Beckham when the latter 
was Governor, started a paper In Pa- 
ducah on the day TldweH killed Wil- 
liam Owens, for which crime he was 
convicted and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for life. Mr. Leigh’s paper 
was publishel for the first time the 
day following the killing, and the 
first news' item he handled In his new 
paper was a story of the killing of 
Owens. Mr. Leigh Is now In Frank- 
fort, and was largely instrumental 
In getting Tidwell released on pa- 
role. , 

Tidwell was sent to the penitent !- 1 
ary here from McCracken county for 
11 'e for the murder of Bill Owens. 
When the branch penitentiary was 
built Tidwell was transferred to that 
prison and has been there ever since.

Mr. Chinn begins by saying that 
an issue has been raised between him- 
self and the commissioners, and that 
the only way to settle the matter is 
for a thorough investigation of the 
Frankfort penitentiary to be made by 
the proper authorities. The charge 
that Madlgan, a guard, was paid $100 
by the contractor is acknowledged to 
be true and Mr. Chinn says it should 
be determined whether ox* not such 
a payment was proper even though it 
was made with the knowledge and-con- 
sent of the members of the commis- 
sion. He says the Incident is one 
that goes to establish his contention 
that the prison is run by and ft>r 
the contractors, even to the point of 
employing and discharging wardens. 
He points out that there have been 
three wardens and one deputy acting 
as w’arden in two years. 

Answering the denial of the com- 
missioners that he found a bloody 
atrap In the prison, Mr. Chinn says 
that the commissioners deny it only 
toy saying that visitors would have 
Been it and made the fact public. 
In answer to this Mr. Chinn says that 
two straps were kept, one a light strap 
that was exhibited to visitors and the 
other a large, .heavy strap, on which 
he found blood. This strap, he aays, 
was called the “thirty-eight special." 

Mr. Chinn goes into detail in regard 
to the whipping of women and says 
the prison records will bear him out 
on that point as well as in- cases where 
prisoners cut off their fingers to es- 
cape punishment for failure to make 
task. He says that before he left for 
the West he found that it was a bet- 
ting propositioB as to whether he 
would ever return as warden, and 
that wnen he asked Harvey McCutch- 
con about it Mr. McCutacheon told 
him there was nothing in the report. 
On his return he says he found that 
Madigan had openly boasted that he 
had asked Mr. Brown to remove the 
warden. Mr. Chinn says thit he was 
firm in his management of the con- 
victs and that when he found a pris- 
oner willfully neglecting his work he 
ordered his punishment, but that he 
did not allow the contractor’s foremen 
to dictate in the matter. He says that 
the records will show that more was 
accomplished -for the contractors dur- 
ing his time in ofllce than was accom- 
plished under the former acting war- 
den. ^ fin 

He suggests that as a final test that 
the records be examined to show bow 
much work was accomplished during 
February, March, April and May under 
Mr. Hawkins, July, August, Septem- 
ber and October under the manage- ( 
ment of Mr. Mudd. He says if the ( 
records show that more was accom- i 
plished while* be was in charge that ( 
the commissioners’ charge that be was

By taking advantage of the darkness 
the convicts would have been able 
to pounce on the guards in the middle 
of the night, and they evidently had 
Intended killing the guards by stab- 
bing them In the back, so that there 
would be no outcry. 

The plot ml«?arrled and the leaders 
were caught with the knives and keys 
■ on them. Mr. Mudd says that there 
] were only a few men in the plan, and 
jhe did not attach much Importance to 
it, as the men are always trying to 
get away. He says he has bad consid- 
erable trouble with the convicts since- 
the controversy between the commis- 
sion and Mr. Chinn, as the men have 
become emboldened by the expres- 
sions in the various papers on the 
way they have been treated. Mr. Mudd 
sa.vs the men seem to think they have 
the sympathy of the people on the 
outside, and that it would be easy 
for them to get away if they were 
once outside the prison walls.

Think of having wet feet twice a 
day for two weeHs and wading through 
mud and rain every day and every 
night for two weeks. Not a pleasant 
thing to think about, but that is what 
the show people who were with John 
Robinson’s circus here Wednesday 
have had ever since they left the win- 
ter quarters in Cincinnati two weeks 
ago. It has been mud and water 
all the time. Wagons stuck, wet can- 
vas was too heavy to be handled with- 
out a large force of hands, and every- 
thing was running w'th water. It Is 
bad enough to have to put up and 
take down a big tent and move all 
that plunder every day, but to have 
to do when It Is pouring in torrents 
and when the ground la so soft that 
the wagons stick, ankle deep, in the 
mire, where the elephants, even, are 
unable to shove them loose, Is the 
limit. Just mention the weather to 
a man connected with the circus and 
he will give a choice and select line 
of swear words that will be a good 
example of what t^e circus man, when 
he is an old hand, oan do when he 
tries. 

But Frankfort did not mind the 
weather. Frankfort bad not seen a 
circus In several years and was cir- 
cus mad. All the country around about 
was also thirsting for a circus and 
the country population began moving 
toward Frankfort about daylight W’^ed- 
nesday morning. They came in all 
sorts of conveyances, by rail and on 
the Interurban, and they overran 
Frankfort all day. Nobody talked 
about anytMr.\g eise, and the man 
who did not get enthused was simply 
a fossil. The streets were crowded 
with men an4 children and women 
and they all acted as each usually 
acts. The men were talking shop and 
appearing to be careless about wheth- 
er the parade came or not, but the 
women wer.e different. They were 
Interested because they wanted to get 
home and get through dinner in time 
to take the children to the show. 
The children were keyed up to great 
excitement and the women were kept 
busy hauling the children out from 
under the wheels of wagons and 
horses’ hoofs. The man with the bal- 
loons appeared early and did a thriv- 
ing business. It was a typical circus 
day crowd. Everybody was out for a 
good time and was praying it would 
not rain. There were optimists and 
pessimists presen\ The latter an- 
nounced with ohuckl s that it cer- 
tainly would rain, and that, anyhow, 
the parade would not be given as the 
circus had come in too late and was 
behind with everything. 'The optomists 
srailetl and predicted good weather.

Nobody knew when 
It was going and everybody asked 
and hung around some convenient 
corner. Nobody ever did Know how 
the parade would go when it arrived,’ 
and many missed it entirely, although 
there was a rush for the streets along 
which the circus passed that almost 
swept away telephone poles.
